But in Caſe of Failure in any one Par- 
ticular, by Thought, Word, or Deed, we 
are told, The Soul that Sinneth it ſhall die. 


| The Wages of Sin is Death. Curſed is every 


one that continueth not in all Things that are 


d eritten in the Book of the Law to do them.

This Law we have all broken as well 
in our firſt Parent Adam, (Rom. v. 12, 
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3, &c.) as by our own actual Sins, (Rom. 
iii. 23.) and conſequently are all of us 
(fo long as we continue in our natural 
State) under that fearful Curſe denounced 
againſt the Tranſgreſſors of the Law: 


| Wherefore we are told that by the Deeds 


of the Law there fhall no Fleſh living be 
;juſtiſied; for as many as are of the Works 


e the Law are under the Curſe. The Scrip- 


ture having concluded all under Sin, that | 
every Mouth may be ſtopped, and all ihe 
World may become guilty before God. Gal, 


ii. 16. iii. 10, 11. Rom. iii. 19, 20.

be unto all thoſe who build their Hopes 
of Acceptance upon it. 


The Second Covenant, the (Covenant 4 
of GRACE) is a Diſpenſation of free 
Grace and Mercy to poor, loſt, helpleſs, 
Sinners, who ſeeing and feeling them. | 

| ſelves | | 
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ſelves condemned by the Law, and ut- 
terly unable to obtain Juſtification upon 
the Terms of the firſt Covenant, come to 
Feſus Chriſt to ſeek that Righteouſneſs in 
him which they have not in themſelves : 
For Chriſt is the End of the Law for Righ- 
reouſneſs to every one that believerb, (Rom. 
x. 4.) he is door Nature, and in our Stead; 
having both fulfilled every Jot and Tittle 
of the Law, or firſt CovENANnT, and 
having ſuffered the Puniſhment due to all 
our Breaches of it: So that as our ex- 
| cellent Church faith in the firſt Part of 
the Homily of Salvation, In Chriſt, and 
| by Chriſt, every true Believer may be called 
e a full filler of the Law.” 


Here then conſiſts the great Difference 
between the firſt and ſecond Covenant. 

Under the Fisſt, an abſolute, unſinning, 
obedience in our own Perſons is required: 
Under the Second, this Obedience in our 

Surety Chriſt Jeſus is. * inſtead of 
our own, The 


Surety Fefus Chrift, who by his Obedience 
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The Way whereby a Sinner is experi- 
mentaly ſhewn the abſolute impoſſibility 
he is under of being juſtified by the 
Law, and in which he is led to reſt all 
his Hopes for Eternity on Chriſt alone; 
is, Firſt, by the Spirit of God convincing 
him of Sin, (John xvi. 8.) whereby he 
ſees himſelf Miſerable and Guilty, and 


withal fo Helpleſs, that he is utterly un- 


able to repair the Breach which Sin hath 
made between God and his Saul by any 


: Righteouſneſs of his on; and thus find. 


ing his Canſcience tormented with a deep 


Senſe of Guilt, he comes weary and heavy 


laden to his bleſſed Peace-maker ' and 


in doing and ſuffering the whole Wilt 
of God, hath both fully anſwered all the 
Demands of the Law for him, and ſatif. 
fied the Fathers Juſtice for all his Tranſ- 
greſſions againſt it. 2 


The ſame holy Spirit that convinced 
1 him 
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E 
him of Sin, doth alſo convince him of 
| Righteouſneſs : John xvi. 8. (i. e.) Shews 
him the allſufficiency of the Redeemers 
Undertaking, and works true Faith in 
hid” whereby he is enabled to believe 
that the Righteouſneſs of the Lord Feſus 
Sriſt is imputed to him for Juſtification, 
This Faith (where genuine,) doth always 
work by Love, and incline the Soul to 
| the hatred of all Sin whatever without 
reſerve, and to preſs forward in all the 
Ways of Holineſs, ſtill hungering and thirſ- 
ting after Righteouſneſs,” and increaſing in 
Grace till ripe for Glory : Where it does 
not produce theſe Fruits, it is only a 
dead Faith, ſuch as the Devils themſelves 
have, and will certainly End in the ever- 
laſting e * of wy" and
